NO CHIVALRY NOW. 

During the long hot days of registration, 
when standing in line in the blazing sun en- 
talled great suffering, the men chivalrously 
surrendered their places in the line. There 
is no chivalry now. This race is a business 
affair and no sentiment interferes with 
the transaction of the matter 
in hand on a dusiness basis. The 
women must take their chances. Their sex 
avails them nothing in this contest. There, 
along the railroad tracks, the boomer trains, 
loaded to the guards with townsiters, are 
creeping along ata snail's pace, it seems to 
the anxious passengers, while fleet animals 
outstrip the mighty iron horse, hancicapped 
by being forbidden to exceed twelve miles 
an hour. The horsemen shout deristvely as 
they pass the trains, and some of the more 
hnot-headed passengers pile off the cars forth. 
with, scamper a distance into the prairie 
and squat upon the first vacant patch of 160 
acres which comes in their way. As the 
train pulls into a town site or county seat it 
Giégorges its load and the townsiters swarm 
over the town site like an army ofants. The 
plot of ground which fifteen minutes before 
was nothing but a surveyed patch of prairie 
with not an inhabitant becomes a populous 
community. 

pDisrorzs AND FIGHTS. 

Innumerabie disputes, many altercations 
and some fights take place. There are no 
officers of the law to interfere and the lot- 
seekers are too busy with their own affairs 
to mix in other people’s business, so the 
fighters fight it out until one is incapacitated, 
while his victor capturesthe prize.

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TOWNSITERS DISAPPOINTED. 

The townsiter was also a disappointed man 
when he found himself in possessionof a 
much-coveted lot. His dreams and fancies 
nad pictured to him a town lot at least. 
When he got his lot he found that he hada 
25-foot piece of land in the open prairie ex- 
actly similar to a thousand other pieces 
divided trom each other only by imaginary 
lines. At the Government town site only the 
Dlocks had heen surveyed, and it was im- 
possible for a man to tell just where his lot 
was, even after he got it. The fact that the 
lots were not surveyed led to endless con- 
fusion, and numerous disputes fora given 
block happened. The first builaings that 
went up on the lots were of canvas. They 
were tents erected by shopkeepers, who 
stoeked them with their wares and were 
soon doing a driving business. 

THE CHEROKEE LAND. 

The Cherokee Strip, comprising 6,388,950 
acres, lies in the northwest corner of the In- 
dian Territory. Its northern boundary is the 
southern line of Kansas, and its southern 
boundary parallels its northern line, giving 
ita width of Ofty-seven miles and a length 
varying from 167 to 210 miles. The extent of 
the tract is not easily comprehended without 
comparison, It is equal to the combined area 
of two Rhode Islands, Delaware and Connec- 
ticut, with 167 square miles tospare. It be- 
came a part of Oxlahoma Territory whon the 
President issued his proclamation three 
weeks ago, and is now under its laws. It 
makes Oklahoma’s area 39,308 square miles, 
and raiges that Territory tothe digntty of 
being larger than twelve different States of 
the Union. With the homeseekers who 
added themselves to Oklahoma’s population 
to-day, that Territory bas good reason to 
demand admission to the sisterhood of States, 
which demand is now Delnmg pressed upon 
Congress by legate Flynn. 

THE ORIGINAL INHABITANTS. 

For nearly two centuries the Cherokee In- 
dians have resisted the march of civilization 
westward, As early as 1721 their land on the 
Eastern coast was encroached upon by the 
whites and they began selling off their terri- 
tory, retiring westward step by step until 
they became cornered in the comparatively 
smallarea finally allotted to them in the 
Indian Territory. In 1721 the Cherokees 
dominated vast tracts of land in the East and 
Southeast. In that year they ceded to South 
Carolina 1,679,000 acres, Since then they 
have sold and disposed of by treaty at inter- 
vals of from five to twenty-five years no less 
than 87,300,000 acres to Nort Carolina, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Kentucky, Kansas ana 
the United States. The che ee Indian is. 
not much ofa manager. Out ofall these 
transactions, exclusive the Oherokee 
Strip, he received but 62.000, 000. For the strip 
he received $8,600,000, Dut ouly after a hard 
Nght with the United States Government. 

AGITATION FOR OPENING. 

After Oklahoma was opened to settlement 
the boomers began at once an agitation of 
the opening of the CherokeeeStrip. The 
Oberokees and the cattle barons, who had 
rented the Strip for grazing purposes, re- 
sisted the agitation, but tne - boomer car- 
ried his point and Uncle Sam bought the 
land, andhas now distributed it among his 
family. Uncle Sam isathrifty old relative 
and he does not propose to lose money dy the 
transaction. He does not give the land away 
by any means. He selle it his people for 
cold dollars and makes them pay the costs of 
abstracts and deeds to boot. 

WHAT IT cores THE SETTLERS. ~-

The country has been dtvided into seven 
counties, K, L, M. N. 0.

GATHERING OF TBE EOOMERS. 


Have Been Collecting on the Border ot the 
Strip for a Year. 


ARKANGAS OCiTy, Kan., Sept. 16.—Fora year 
back boomers have been gathered on the 
borders ot the Cherokee Strip waiting for the 
opening of the land for settlement. Many 
were people who failed to secure land in 
Oklahoma. Others had been attracted by 
alluring circulars from professional boomer 
societies, who hoped thus to arouse the Gov- 
ernment toa sease of the necessity of opsn- 
ing the land to settlement, while others, 
having lost their homes in the States through 
misfortune or calamity, moved to the Strip, 
knowingit must soon be opened to settle- 


ment. The great crowds, however, did not 
begin to assemble until after the issuance of 
the President’s message actually setting the 
opening hour. But when they did begin to 
come they came in greater numbers than 
was ever seen lu any new land about to be 

aiventothe people. The crowds increased 
beyond the expectation of all concerned. 
They thronged all the hoteis and temporary 

lodging places and overflowed into the 

boomers’ camps, which had been estab- 

lished alongthe riversand creeks near the 

borders. 

Many passed the time previous to last Mon- 
day learning the character of the land and in 
hunting for good places along tue une from 
which to startin to-day’s race. Last Mon- 
day the registration booths opened for bus! 
ness, and from then on the boomers found 
plenty to keep them busy in seeking the op- 
1 to secure the certificates issued 

rom them. These certificates were the 
tickets of admission into the strip, and with- 
out a certificate no one could cross the bor- 
der. Ifa person without a ticket escaped the 
vigilance of the guard he would not be per- 
mitted to file preliminary papers on any 
claim, This plan was adopted dy the Gen- 
eral Land Office asa means of checkmatin 
the sooner, the most troublesome of all 
classes of boomers, the individual who takes 
advantage of his fellows by entering the land 
before the appointed time. 

The plan wes at first hailed with delight by 
the honest boomers, but when the registra- 
tion booths opened for business it soon be- 
came apparent that, with the facilities pro- 
vided, allcould not be furnished with cer- 
tiflcates and then the boomers began to fear 
that the effort to checkmate the sooners 
might deprive the legitimate prospective 

the opportunity to enter. land, 

S facilities for registration were to ne 
adequate, and everybody interested ap ; 
pealed to the Interior Department to dn- 
crease them. It took the Department sev- 
eral days to realize the situation, but finally 
on Thursday night the additional facilities 
were authorized and all applicants for cer- 
tificates were accommodated. 

In the meantime, great lines of people had 
stood in front of the booths for four days in 
the Dlazing sun, durlag which time an un 
precedented hot wave swept over the 
country and hot winds blew as a blast from 
a furnace mouth, adding to the miseries of 
the waiting men and women. Food was 
scarce and so little water was to be obtained 
that it was valued at from 5 cents to 15 cents 
a Klass. 

The hardships, heaped upon men already 
wearled and exhausted by waiting in line 
day and night proved to be more than human 
nature could endure. Many were pros- 
trated and some died. The prostrations, so 
far as reported, numbered over 100, and the 
deaths ten. In the midst ofthese deplorable 
conditions there were some Dright spots. 

The men, true tothe American respect for 
women, gave up their places in line tothe 
suffering members of the weaker sex. At 
Arkansas City women were permitted to 
enter the booths in squads of hundreds with- 
out ever joining the line. Good humor, as a 
rule, prevaile’ during the tiresome walt, and 
nothing of a disgraceful nature marred the 
occasion. 

Having secured their certificates the 

boomers prepared for the race. They trained 
their horses to gallop over rough prairies, to 
swim rivers and ciimb steep declivities. 
They practiced riding over rough stretches 
of land on bicycles and precticed foot-racing 
over the same courses. Others less ambi- 
tious become a prey to the gamblers who in- 
tested the town and camps and who drove a 
thrifty business among the idlers. 
Wulle the long walt for the opening was 
not altogether a continued ronnd of uninter- 
rupted pleasure it will become one of the 
most memorable features of the boomors’ 
gloomy experience.

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IN THE SANTA FE YARDS. 


The Awful crush to Board the Trains— 
Some Bode ou the Trucks. 

ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., Sept. 16,—At an early 
hour t morning’ the congress of people 
made their way to the Santa Fe yard, where 
freight trains of teu cars each stood ready to 
pull out to the border. there to wait until the 
signal to go ahead had been given. At each 
door stood a Deputy United States Marshal 
with carbine presented to demand the regis- 
tration certificates. When all the cars had 
been filled, the first train, to which was at- 
tached General Manager Frey's private cars 


with members of the press, pulled out slowly 


and stoppea within afoot of the Cherokee 
Strip. The other sections followed closely 
Dehind. Thecrushto get on the trains was 
awful. Atter the cars were full people 
climbed to the roots add soon covered them. 
They clung toe thé steps, invaded the engine 
and even crawled upon the trucks. Inside 
the cars the jam was frightful. 

People were crushed in and the pressure at 
the doors could not be stopped. The efforts 
of the deputy ma did not avall much 
after the first few had shown their certif- 
cates. The train lef hundreds of disap- 
pointed people who were unable to 
get a foothold. 

At the edge of the strip a horde of people 
were waiting to board the trains, but there 
was no room for them. The Santa Fe sold 
8,000 tickets for the trains. most of them for 
Kildare. Camped alongside the track at the 
State line were a 200 men. They had 
heard that thé traing would be loaded in 
town, and not complying with Hoke Smith’s 
reguiation, would not unload. They threat- 
ened to throw ties under the cars unless the 
regulation was complete with. 

At daybreak this mor ing the roads leading 
to the State line were jammed with wagons 
and horsemen, a ag. yr never-ending 
procession of people. The biggest crowd was 
gathered on the — alle strip west of 
the chitocco School servation. Here on 
the strip for two miles west wagons and 
horses were literally wedged in so tightly 
that a man to pass to the front would have to 
climb over them. Wheels were locked and 
horsemen wedged in. h and on the front of 


the line, facing the south and eady to spring 
forward were hundreds pf horsemen who had 
camped there for many hours. Among them 
were many thoroughbred horses and cow- 
ponies 150 had been employed by town: site 
compantés to run for them. In the ruck were 
big heavy canvas-topped boomer wagons, 
sulkies, bug«ies, an ice wagon, a chariot and 
every concelvable ‘vehicle to hich were 
hitched mules and big fat farm teams. 

Hundreds of men afoot were waiting to 
start, with canteens and biankets slung upon 
thelr shoulders. Among them were many 
negroes. The troo rode along the line, 
keeping back the patient crowd which 
edgea up continuallg for a little more ad- 
vantage. The crowd, th@ugh eager for the 
start, was good-natured, and: joking and 
chaffing was very xeveral. : 

In the crowd were many women on horse- 
back. Some of them wore bifurcated skirts, 
and fully Balf of the wagons contained mem 
bers of the fair sex. Lined up behind the 
boomers were water and provision wagons, 
which followed the crowd and provided the 
settlers with water ang food,

Some of the horsemen had 
loaded themselves down with a miscelia- 
neous load of belongings which will retard 
them in their progress.

SEVERAL ACCIDENTS. 


Horses Disabled and Men Hurt at Chil- 
occo Creek 

ENip, Sept. 16.—The scenes at Enid were 
but a repetition of thoseat Perry. Many 
accidents were reported, but so far none of a 
serious nature. Ihe south line of Cowley 
County, with Arkansas City as the center, 
presented a scene almostas animated and 
exciting as that at Orlando. Last night the 
100-foot strip for a distance of more than 
twenty miles was filled with struggling, ex- 
pectant humanity. All night long additions 


were made tothe crowd and, at 10 o’clock 
this morning, eastand west of the Chilocco 
school, there was a long, black line. Ofca- 
sionally men would start out, dut threats 
not to be disregarded soon brought them 
back. 

When the signal was given, away they all 
went and the scenes on the south line were 
repeated. There was a jam at Chilocco 
Creek, which, owing tothe steep north bank, 
was passable only ata few points. In many 
instances boomers leaped their horses down 
the elghteen-foot embankment, landing in 
the water and hastily scrambling out again. 
Others were so unfortunate astocripple their 
horses, and, abandoningthem, started on 
foot. Just east of the school a heavy wagon 
loaded with six men was driven over the 
bank, which was concealed by the clouds of 
dust that came up from the burned prairie. 
As the horses went over the men jumped and 
allescaped but one man, Who had his leg 
broken. 

The trains last night for the South carried 
2,000 people, ostensibly to Orlando. All the 
way down, however, the boomers kept drop- 
ping oft the trains as they moved and when 
they stopped at stations. At Ponca, which 
is In the reservation, but two miles from the 
line, fully 500 men left the trains, defying the 
feeble efforts of the soidiers who had en 
placed there to see that no one left the train. 
These men do not become ‘‘sooners’’ until 
they cross the line,and though their entrance 
from the D has been forbidden by 
the Secretary of the Interior, they to-day 
went out on the public domain trom that 
point, every one of them carrying a certifi- 
cate of registration as credentials.

The Rock Island northbound train, which 
reached Caldwell at 7 o’clock, ran through 
the strip at a high rate of speed.

Witha wild shout the crowd rushed for- 
ward. The soldiers on the ground were 
swept from their feet, and fora moment it 
seemed as though the mob would capture the 
train, for men and women were around and 
over the engine and tender, upon and under 
the platforms and even upon the roofs of the 
coaches. The blue coated guardians soon 
recovered, however, and with fixed bayonets 
cleared the train and compelled everybody 
to show his or her ceftificate before entering. 

But on every side people fought and strug- 
led to get near the cars. Women had their 
clothes torn off and men ware knocked down 
and trampled upon. Scores of people were 
injured, yét the Rruggle kept up until the 
train was filled, and was repeated on a 
smaller scale at each sutceeding train. 
Every train was loaded as never passenger 
trains were loaded before, seat and alsle and 
platform, roof and tender ahd baggage car;

CONGRESS OF RELIGIONS. 


Dr. Briggs’ Address on “The Truthful 
mess of the Hely Scriptures.” 


CuicaGo, III., Sept. 16.—The devotional ex- 
ercises conducted by Dr. Lyman Abbott 
ushered the fifth day of the Congress of Re- 
ligions. The Hall of Columbus was filled to 
overfiowing, another indication of the broad 
and liberal character of the parllament. On

The first was 
Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York, the other the 
Most Rev. Mgr.

Taking for his subject The Truthfulness 
of the Holy Seriptures, Dr. Briggs made a 
forcible address and one which was repeat- 
edly applauded, but in which, contrary to 
what seemed to be the expectation, he made 
no reference to his own troubles with the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church. When his half hour had expired he 
gave way to Mer. Seton, who spoke upon the 
Catholic church and the Holy Scriptures. 
The programme then turned into a Hebrew 
channel and Rabbi Gottheil spoke upon the 
greatness and influence of Moses, the Jewish 
law-giver. 

There was another large audience at 
this morning’s session of the Theosophical 
Congress, at which, Mrs. Annie Besant deliv- 
ered an address which in the main, was a re- 
petition of her paper of last evening. The 
other denominations holding, meetings were 
the Seventh Day Baptists andthe Unitarians.

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THE PROGRAMME OF STUDY FOR TRE‘ 


YEAR OUTLINED ~ 


Remarks of President Walter H. Wu 
2 Reperts of Treasurer Wm. P. 
Evans end Secretary Edwin D. Luckey 
—The Presidents ofthe Various Divi- 
sions Explain Their Plans for the 


Year. ' 


It was very plain as early as9o'clock “his 
morning that something of importance was 
on the tapis in the Assembly room of 
the new Board of Education building, 
Ninth and Locust streets. The elevator boy 
began to be called upon to lift bevies of 
school marms to the fifth floor and the 
janitor hustled about for, extra chairs. 
The bustle was occasioned by the fact 
that the st. Louls Society of Pedagogy 
was about to hold an important meeting in 
which the friends of education throughout 
the city feel much interest. 

At a former meeting the constitution and 
by-laws of the organization had been revised 
and adopted as the will of the mem- 
bers. The plan of reorganization 
is based upon the university. extension idea, 
which has become so popular in many cities, 
and already St. Louis has the strongest or- 
ganization of the kind in existence in the 
United States. 

The meeting to-day was chiefly to effect 
formal reorganization by subdividing the 
society into eight sections, previously theo- 
retically formed. 

When President Walter H. Wilcox called the 
society to order there were probably 
200 persons in the room, members of the fair 
sex laryely predominating. 

Secretary Edwin D. Luckey of the Elleard- 
ville School read the list of studies for the 
various sections, as decided upon at the last 
meeting. . 

Treasurer William P. Evans read his 
monthly report, which showed $100 in 
the treasury, and then Supt. Long moved 


audit the accounts of the Treasurer for the 

last year. The motion was carried and the 

Chair appointed as the committee E. H, 

Long, Edwin Ek. Luckey and F. D. Cook. 
LARGEST IN THE COUNTRY. 

Jam gratified,’’ said President Wilcox, 
to see so many teaehers present. This is the 
largest organization inthe country and It 
will prove valuable to the teachers. Iam 
convinced that you are all deply interested 
inthe work in hand and desire to inform 
you that under the plan we have 
adopted you will be able to attend the meet- 
ings of more than one section. You will be 
provided with small slips of paper, upon 
which I hope you will Indicate the sections 
to which you desire to attach yourselves. ’’ 

Chairman Cook of the Committee on 
Organization then read the details of the 
organization, Hesaid that as soon as the 
new High School was completed the sections 
would meet there on the first and third 
Saturdays of each month, but until then the 
meetings would take place in the Crow 
School building. Sections 1, 2, 3 will meet at 
9:30 and 10:30 o’clock and Sections 5, 6 and 7 
on the same days at 10:30 and 12 o’clock. 
Section 4, relating to literature, will be a 
series of lectures in the evening, but the days 
have not been fixed. Section 8, whose study 
will be the kindergartens, will meet at 4 
o’clock, but that is all that has as yet been 
decided upen. There will be no charge for 
admission to the section meetings. 

WORK OF THE SECTIONS. 

Mr. Cook was then called upon as leader of 
section 1 to explain the work proposed for 
it. He said that the subject to be studied by 
the section was ‘‘Pedagogics,’’ and that it 
was proposed to consider fundamentally the 
nature, form, limits and elements of educa- 
tion, physical, intellectual, ethical and es- 
thetical, together with its history. The 
work would be essentially a study of Rosen- 
cranz’s ‘*‘Philosophy of Education. 

Supt. E. H. Long, leader of section 2, ex- 
plained thatthe object of this section would 
be the study ofthe essential nature of mind 
and the application of i psychologi- 
cal principles to the aim and methods 
of school work. He announced 
that the Syllabus of Psychology’’ 
by Wm. H. Bryant would be the guide in 
this study. Mr. Long then made a tew re- 
marks upon the science of psychology and 
urged its importance as the fundamental 
principal of educational work. 

The work laid out for sec. 3 was explained 
by Wm. M. Bryant, the leader, the subject 
being ‘‘Ethics.’’ 

He outlined the divisions into which the 
subject will be divided and announced that a 
special syllabus would be prepared for the 
use of the members of the section. Mr. 
Bryant also recommended the adoption of 
Sedgwick’s Outlines of the History of Ethics. 

In the absence of F. Louis Soldan, leader of 
section 4, devoted to literature, Mr. Brgfant 
read a list of reference books to be used dy 
the members of this section. 

Leader George E. Seymour of section 5, in 
explaining the work outlined for that divis-. 
ion of the society, said that the central figure 
in European history during many centuries 
had been England, and its development 
along all the great lines of national growth 
would give a 
lateral lines which might be made to include 
European people. generally. Mr. Sey- 
mour then suggested the main lines of 
thought which would receive special atten- 
tion during the year’s work. 

Sec. 6, devoted to the study of science, and 
presented over by Leader G. W. Krall, will 
consider, it was explained: r. Sei- 
ence in the lementary School,“ 
When Should Science Teaching Begin?’’ 
Method of Teaching, etc. A four years’ 
course was map out to de followed by 
special study of one field each year, 

Mrs. Amelia Fruchte, leader of Section 7, 
explained that its work would be the 
study of **Ohristian Art in Italy,’’ including 
the Early Period, Period of Forma- 
tion.“ Period of Universal Genius.’* 
**Period of Fine Chiar-oscuro and Colorin 
and of Elegance of Finish. The suabjec 
will be illustrated by photographs and by 
means of the stereopticon.

A LIVELY FIGHT ANTICIPATED oveR 
THE APPOINTMENT. 


The Alleged Effort to Secure the Position 
for Auditor Marcus Hook Expected to 
Cause the OConfilct-The Merchants’ 
Terminal Virtually Absorbed by the 
St. Louis Terminal Association. — 


The stockholders and directors of the 
Jacksonvilie Southeastern have cometo the 
conclusion thatthe only way out of their 
troubie is to place the road in the hands of a 
receiver. The advisability of taking 
this action has been discussed for 
several days past, and it is generally 
believed that Marcus Hook, Auditor and 
Treasurer of the road, hopes to secure the 
appointment. Late yesterday afternoon a 
bill making application for a receiver was 
filed with the Clerk of the United States Cir- 
cult Court at Springfield, II., but last 
night the application was withdrawn for 
reasons best known tothe management, It 
is known, however, that the application for 
a receiver will be heard Monday morning, 
but as to just who will be appointed itis 
notknown. A conference of the attorneys 
of the road is being held this afternoon at 
Springfield, but the result will hardly inter- 
fere with the intention of the directors, who 
have decided to place the line in the bands of 
a receiver. 

Mr. Hook, it is said, was to have arrived in 
the city this morningto confer with his at- 
torney, Judge Mekeighan, but owing 
to the — of the application last even- 
ing he wired Judge McKeigban this — 4 
it is stated, that he had been unavoidabiy 
Getained, but would arrive within the next 
twenty-four hours. 

Astrong fight will be made against the 
Auditor of the road being made receiver, it 
being alleged that some interested parties 
very much desire that no official of the road 
de appointed. 

From the statements of the company it ap- 
pears that the earnings of the road for July 
and Au t of this year exceed 
those o the corresponding period of 
last year when the line was supposed to be 
ina healthy condition. Taking these facts 
into consideration the question is asked 
how the road has lost money. The 
statement made some weeks ago 
to the effect that the Jacksonvilie 
Southeastern owed the Atchison some §7,000 
is said to be without foundation,it being now 
stated that the shoe is on the other foot, the 
management of the J. 8. E. baving given 
it out, it is asserted, that the Atchison is in- 
debted to them in a sum exceeding $5,000. 

The business affairs of the road will prob- 
ably be thoroughly alred when the applica- 
tion for a receiver is heard on Monday. 


Propovrition of the Alton. 

The Chicago & Alton has submitted to 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passenger 
Association a proposition for adoption by the 
roads, naming a one-fare rate for the round 


trip from all points within 200 miles of Chi- 
cago, or until the rate reaches $6, for 1 
Day, Oct. 9, at the World's Fair. Where the 
limitis reached the rate is to be 1 cent per 
mile in each direction. These tickets to be 
sold on all trains, 


While the management of the 
World's Fair and the citizens of Chicago in 
genera! are desirous of making Chicago Day 
the event of the World's Fair, they naturally 
expect, and in fact demand of the railroads 
a reasonable reduction in rates, but the 
1 — the Alton has submitted will 
ardly be accepted by the St. Louis-Chicago 
lines members of the association. Not only 
has St. Louis been discriminated against as 
far as the strictly one-fare rate is concerned, 
but 2 inthe matter of rates from Chicago 
west. 

If the proposition of the Alton should be 
accepted, the fare from St. Louis to Chicago 
and return would be about $6.15. While this

That the 
two companies are practicaly consolidated, 
however, is evidenced by the fact that the 
St. Louis Terminal Association is using the 
Merchants’ Terminal tracks and the latter 
concern is having its tocomotives repaired 
at the furmer’s shops. Maj. Rainwater said 
this morning that the Merchants’ lerminal 
Co. received pay forthe use ofits tracks by 
ite former rival and that his company was 
at liberty to have its locomotives repaired 
where it could get the work done Cheapest. 


World’s Fair Rates to Stand. 

The question of a further reduction on 
World's Fair rates is not to be again con- 
sidered.

The 
whole argument of these gentlemen who 
need protection rests upon the assumption 
that the American people are fools, This 
may have been justified in 1888 but is 
hardly credible to-day. 


THE RUDIMENTS FIRST. 

The Post-DisPaTcH yesterday pointed 
out the responsibility of the people of 
St. Louis for the disgraceful condition 
which confronts tHe city in her public 
schools. We showed how popular indil- 
ference to dishonesty and nfismanagement 
in the School Board had deprived many 
children of the privilege of attending 
school and compelled many others to ac- 
cept the privilege under circumstances 
detrimental to health and educational 
progress. 

But the responsibility of the people for 
the condition does not relieve the present 
School Board of the responsibility of meet- 
ing it. The present School Board has 
some good men in it, a majority perhaps, 
who are bound to use all the means in 
their power to provide every one of the 
52,000 children of school age with a place 
in the schools. The fundamental ob- 
ject of the public school system is 
to give all children an opportunity 
to learn the rudiments of knowl- 
édge. If one child is deprived of this 
opportunity no matter what advantages 
the schools offerto those who can use 
them a great wrong is done and the funda- 
mental object of the public school system 
is defeated. 

It is wrong to give one child higb school 
pri Jeges when another is not given the 
privilege of learning the „ o. It is 
wrong to give one chi the privilege of 
kindergarten instruction when the privi- 
lege of learning the three Rs is denied 
another. All fads, all fancy studies, 
all educational trimmings must be 
sacrificed to the paramount duty of giving 
all the children of the people an equal 
chance to learn the rudiments. 

The duty of the School Board is clear. 
It should cut off all trimmings and re- 
trench all unnecessary expenses, reduce 
salaries and stop leakages until every 
child in St. Louis is afforded the oppor- 
tunity to learn reading, writing and 
arithmetic under drdinarily healthful con- 
ditions. Nothing should be allowed to 
standin the way of this object—not the 
High School or the kindergarten, not an 
educational trimming or a directorial 
perquisite, not a superfluous official or a 
demagogic wage vote. Ifthe board can- 
not meet and master an emergency of this 
kind it is not fit to be in charge of the 
public schools, 
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MILLIONS IN THE TRICK. 


A most rémarkable bit of sly legislative 
work in the interest of corporate monopoly 
has just been made public in New York. 
It is of national importance because it in- 
volves the interests of the people of many 
Eastern States and possibly of the whole 
country. 

Some time since a franchise was granted 
to a corporation to take possession of 
Niagara Falls and utilize the power for 
industrial purposes. The privilege was 
not safeguarded. On the contrary it sur- 
rendered to u group of individuals a prac- 
tical monopoly of the greatest source of 
electric power in the world. This was 
followed by an innocent looking ‘‘rider’’ 
to an innocent looking bill, giving the 
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TWO SOLEMN FARCES. 

The American people are now being 
treated to a view of two solemn farces in 
politics. 

In ͤ the great State of Ohio two candidates 
are trying to decide a contest for the Gov- 
ernorship by hotly debating a national 
issue which was finally determined by the 
American people nearly a year ago and has 
been relegated to the tomb of dead polit- 
ical questions. 

In the Congress of the United States a 
committee is seriously considering argu- 
ments from the-beneficiaries of tax privi- 
leges against carrying out the will of the 
people expressed at the polls that 
these tax privileges should be abol- 
ished. The climax of this satirical farce 
is found in the solemn resolution of 
the Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia 
that ‘‘no radical change in the tariff law 
should be made at this time,’’ when it 
vainly expended a $1,000,009 slush fund to 
keep the people from ordering a change in 
the tariff law. It would be a strange twist 
of political fortune if the champion and 
the beneficiaries of a condemned systerh 
could lose their fight, yet pluck the fruits 
of victory. 

it is difficult to see what good arguments 
for protection can do in the work of fram- 
ing a tariff law for revenue only, but good 
may come out of the post-mortem debate 
in Ohio. Some Ohioans who did not con- 
sent to the death of the tariff may be con- 
vinoed by it that its fate was righteous and 
that it ought to stay dead. 


— 
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A FEW FACTS. 

The newly organized iron trust has a 
very good thing. In the Lake Superior 
region the ore is scooped up with steam 
shovels with very little expense compared 
to the methods necessary in less fayored 
districts. The cost of production is, it is 
said, only $1.55 per ton and, according toa 
member of the combine, the ore can be 
sold for $4.50. A price yielding a fair 
profit would, according to the same au- 
thority, shut up every other mine in the 
country. 

The Rockafeller combine may be ex- 
pected to ask for more protection, or at 
least it will protest against the répeal of 
the present duty of 75 centsa ton. They 
can operate ata fair profit and drive less 
favored American competitors out of busi- 
ness, but they need protection against 
foreign mineral produced ata still greater 
disadvantage. 

This was the course pursued by the 
famous copper trust of international and 
unsavory memory. It acquired control of 
the Lake Superior copper deposits where 
the ore was almost pure and could be 
placed upon the market at an almost nom- 
inal price. But owing to the competition 
of foreign paupers they could not work 
the mines without protection. This they 
secured and then sold copper if London 
for less than was charged the American 
consumer. They could undersell the for- 
eigner everywhere but in the market 
which it was hardest for him to reach. 

A few facts like these are a sufficient ref- 
utation of the plea for protection on the 
ground that production is more costly in 
this country than in others. The truth is 
that cost of production is, on the whole, 
less in America than in older countries 
and on their own logic we are in less need of 
government bounties than any other nation 


on earth.

THE story told by Senator Jones concern- 
ing the passage of the Sherman law seems 
to raise a question of veracity between him 
and the Senator from Ohio.

It was part and parcel of the 
job lot legislation put through by the 
Reed Congress in the interest of specu- 
lators and treasury looters.

Previous to Jaly, 1785, the American colo- 
nies used English colnage. | 

In July, 1785, the Continental Congress es- 
tablished the sliver dollar, but its weight 


was not fixed until Aug. 8, 1786. 

It was then made equal to that of the old 
Spanish dollar, whose weight was 416 grains 
of standard silver and 892. 4 fine. 

This was equivalent to 371% grains of ane 
silver with 44% grains of crude sliver. 

This dollar, however, did not originate 
with the Spaniards, but was frst coined and 
called a thaler at a mining town in Bohemia. 

The weight ofthis coin was changed in 1837 
by the act of Jan. 18 to 412% grains of 900 fine, 
one Soe act was discontinued by act of Feb. 

2, 1873.

The free buying ofcotton in Liverpool by 
spinners and the strength displayed by that 
market was the feature of the week.

The hay market this past week ruled 
steady. Receipts fell off sharply, the total 
for the week being only 1,975 tons against 
2,744 tons the week before and shipments 
were 888 tons against 400tons. There was no 
material advance noted, unless it 
might na ve been in the small 
offerings of extra fancy timothy. This 
class of hay is very scarce, and as there is at 
all times a steady demand for it, invariably 
when the supply is not wellup with the de- 
mand, receivers take advantage of the situa- 
tion and demand, and generally secure sharp 
premiums, and the past week was no excep 
tion. Good timothy, such as choice and 
fancy, was freely taken by the local dealers 
all through the week at steady prices, 
and in quantities sufficient to ab- 
sorb the offerings and prevent 
any accumulation. Prairie, which ruled 
strong last week, under increased supplies 
lost some ofthe advance, but at about 59c 
per ton the demand was good anda free 
movement resulted. Poor hay ofall kinds 
seems to have no friends. Low prices, which 
generally attract buyers, has not done so in 
the present instance, and the large stock 
of this class of hay on mand goes 
begeing at buyers’ own figures, and even un- 
der these conditions there is very little mov. 
ing. Straw was scarce and wanted, buyers 
freely bid $5, without having their wants 
supplied.

To our 
knowledge dealers have never before heid 
such ligbt stocks, and they are even now in 
discord with farmers, who will not sell un- 
less full value is paid. Nevertheless prices 
have now become somewhat settled, and 
xood malting Darley is quotably 50c and 55c, 
choice, 55c to 60c; while fancy may be put 
down at 0c ͤ to ze. Western lowa will have 
some good weight barley of but fair color, 
wulle the bulk of it is stained and 
rather light weight. Scott County, Io., 
promises well, there being fair quantities of 
No2 and Detter. Nebraska’s crop will not 
amount to much, asthe bright barley there 
is light weight. Dakota's samples are of 
good color, but lack weight. Minnesota 
along the river sections will furnish some 
exceedingly fine bariey, the color and weight 
being splendid; however, there is not much 
of that quality, but choice will be more 
abundant. Inthe interior the grain is light 
weight. Wisconsin reports some very fine 
barley and fair quantity of No 2, but more of 
the stained, however good weight bariey. 
Ihe acreage in all States varies from 15 to 25 
bu per acre,and on the whole, we Should 
say, the shortage of crop Will de about 15 to 
2 percent.

WORTH OF CLOTHES. 


He Secures a Warrant Against Her and 
It 1% Expected She Will Be Arrested 
at Baltim ore To-Day—She Denies His 
Allegations and Accuses Him of 
Insulting Her. 
August Reichardt, an aged German living 
at 2808 Ohio avenue, yesterday secured a 


| Warrant for the arrest of his housekeeper, 


Minnie Horn, on a charge of grand larceny. 
The woman left the city Friday night bound 
for Bremen, Germany, taking with her, so 
Reichardt alleges, some $100 of his money and 
about $500 worth of clothing and household 
goods. 

The circumstances surrounding the alleged 

robbery as told by Reichardt. are somewha 
remarkable, He is 73 years old and is an em- 
ploye of the street department, and though 
he bas been in this country for over thirteen 
years and is a naturalized citizen, he can not 
speak a word of English. Some months ago 
his wife died. He sent the news to his rela- 
tives in Bernburg,Germany, from which place 
he originally came, and among the letters 
of condolence which he received in reply was 
one from Minnie Born, daugnter of a former 
neighbor of his, expressing her sorrow at the 
news, and offering her services in case he 
needed a housekeeper. She professed her 
willingness to Come and act in that capacity 
if he did not object to her bringing her 18 
year-old son with her, and he would send 
tickets for both. 

Reichardt consented to do as requested, 
and the tickets were purchased ata cost of 
$65 and forwardea to her. Two weeks ago 
last Friday she reached st. Louis, and at 
once assumed her duties. Everything pro- 
gressed satisfactorily, and Mrs. Born was 
apparently satisfied with her new position 
until last Friday, when Reichardt went home 
atnoontofindher goneandthe house ina 
condition of disorder. He investigated, 
and says he found $110 in cash, 
which be had in his trunk, together 
with seven dresses belonging to his de. 
ceased wife, a quantity of his clothing, bed- 
ams. Jewelry and, in fact, almost all of his 
household goods which were portable, were 
missing. Hardly any thing but the bare fur- 
niture in the rooms was left. 

FOUND AT THE DEPOT. 
He at once notified the police and an officer 
was dispatched to the Union De- 
pot to try to intercept the woman. 
She was found calmly sitting in the ladies’ 
waiting-room awalting the Baltimore & Ohio 
train. She had through tickets for herself 
and son to Bremen, Germany. The officer 
took ber to the Four Courts, where she was 
questioned by Capt. Boyd, to whom she 
claimed that the property and money 
was her own. She stated that she 
was leaving Reichardt because he had made 
improper advances to her while she was 
stopping in his house. She denie! that she 
had carried away any of the property. 
Reiehardt was egually emphatic in his 
charges against her, and stated that, 
whereas, on her arrival, all her earthly 
possessions were packed into a 
gripsack of ordtnary dimensions 
she was taking away with her several 
goodly-sized trunks, well filled with his 
goods. As the matter resolved itself into a 
question of veracity between the two, Capt. 
boyd advised Reichardt to swear outa writ of 
replevin for thetrunks. Reichart left the 
buliding apparantly with this intention, but 
it subsequently developed that he had 
misunderstood Capt. Boyd’s meaning, 
and as he failed to return until yesterday 
morning the woman was allowed to proceed

A Mummy Child Found in Ons of the 
Rook Chambers. 


The Mogollon Mountains of Southwestern 
New Mexico are one of the most rugged and 


broken of the great Rocky Mountain system. 
This region abounds in deep and vast 
canyons, sometimes so profouud as to 
almost exclude the light of day. 
This region is deeply cut and seared dy 

channeis of the headwaters of the Rio Gila, 
known asthe East, West and Middle branch- 
es. For almost everywhere in this section, 
on and at the base of the almost innu.- 
merable cliffs, are found the former 
abodes of the cliff dwellers, and 
in no other place in this. great 
system of mountaing are there present so 
a bundant and diversified scenes of wild and 
romantic beauty. Some of these dwellings 
are solltary andonly large enough to accom 
modate one or two persons, whtle others oc- 
cupy a series of largs connected caves, where 
are sometimes found as many as twenty-five 
or thirty beautiful preserved rooms or dwell- 
ings. Extending out fromthe west branch 
of the Glia isons of the most beautiful, wild 
and romantic canyons possible to be found. 
The average width of the canyon is forty 
feet, while. towering cliffs rise perpendicu- 
lariy on either side toa height of from 200 to 
300 feet. The lower half of these great cliffs 
is composed of a hard, dark-colored basalt 
upon which the elements have made but 
Slight impressions, and overlying them isa

New York Enjoying Unusual Good Health 
—Sanitary Statistics. 


New York, Sept. 16.—Last.week’s mortality 
in this city was the lowest reached this year, 
697 deaths being reported at the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics up to 12 to-day, as against 758 
for the preceding week. This isa decrease 


of 61, or nearly 8 per cent, and bya strange 
coincidence is also 61 belowthe number re- 
ported during the corresponding week last 
year, while the average of the corresponding 
weeks of the past five years 1s 761, or 64 lu ex- 
cess of last week’s death roll. 

Dr. John T. Nagle, Register of Records, in 
his weekly report submitted to the Board of 
Health says: 

The week's mortality is the lowest since the week 
cone Dee. 16, Ie when it was but 695. he 
annual death rate has th re dropped to 
every 1.000 of the estimated population, as 
20.77 for the preceding week, aad is 1:75 below the 
average for the corresponding weeks of the last five 
years, This big decrease is chiefly noted in diar- 
rheal Giseases, ceredro*svinal meningitis, hears 
disease and pneumonia.

A Relic of the Anarchists’ Troubles in 
New York. 

New York, Sept. 16.—Patrick Brannelly of 
Brooklyn is a drtver. At 10 a. m. yesterday 
Branneliy took his team to the yard fora 
load of sand to take to No. 27 Humboldt 
street, where the contractor was doing some 
work. He had loaded the sand and was using 
his shovel when a pile of scaffolding uprights 
roljed down and revealed to the driver a 
flour sack. It seemed to be well filled and 
the driver tossed eit into his wagon. He de- 
livered his load of sand on Humboldt street 
and went on to the corner of Lafayette and 
Throop avenues, There he saw Dr. Edward 
Carroll of St. Catherine’s Hospital, to whom 
he jocularly spoke of his find. The doctor 
examined it and told the driver to be careful, 
as in all probability the contents of the 
bax were bombs. Brannelly then 
took the bag out of his wagon 
and gingerly carried it to the Sixth Precinct 
Station-house.

Sent by the Fops and Are supposed to 
Bear Upon the Power of the Apostol- 
ic Delegate—A Likeness of the Fon- 
tiff for the Cardinal. 


New York, Sept. 16.~—The Rev. Dr. Fred- 
erick Zadoc Rooker, Vice Rector of the Amer- 
ican College at Rome, arrived in this city on 
the Britannic at 9:30 a. m. yesterday. Two 
hours later he was on his way to Albany to 
the home of his father, Myron H. Rooker, 
editor of the Albany fress and Knickerbocker. 
Dr. Rooker was met atthe Write Star dock 
by several friends from Brooklyn. Dr. 
Rooker was sent from Rome by the Pope to 
deliver two letters, one to Mgr. Satolli and 
one to Cardinal Gibbons. He also had ingis 
custody a fine likeness of the Pope — 
stone and set in a frame of gold studded with 
precious stones. This is to be given to 
Cardinal Gibbons. The contents of the 
letters he brings are not positively known 
by any one except the Pope and his 
special advisers at the Vatican. 
Itissafe to say that Dr. Rooker himself 
does not know. That they are of extreme 
importance goes without saying. Rome does | 


— 


not send a man of such ability and value as rescued by the Kangaroo’s keepers. 


Dr. Rooker across the ocean to deliver let- 
ters unless they contain matter of the utmost 
moment. What the letters contain can be 
surmised only in the ight of what has oc- 
curred since Mgr. f£atollicame here as Apos- 
tolic Delegate. Ever since he made known 
the extent of his powers he has been at- 
tacked and so has his mission. These at 
tacks have been made mostly in the arch- 
diocese of New York. They have not ceased 
even at this late date. 

Archbishop Corrigan is at the head of the 
church and the archdiocese of New York. 
His recent declaration of allegiance to Sa- 
tolliis still fresh in the publicmind. Many 


| people still believe, however, that he is not 


in accord with the Apostolic Delegate. Mer. 
Satolli has made several suggestions to Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, but they have not been 
acted on, Mgr. Satolli cannot afford to have 
his suggestions set aside if he Is tobethe 
head of the church inthe United States. On 
the other hand Archbishop Corrigan is the 
headof the largest, richest 
portant archdiocese of the country. It has 
been said that charges were made against 
the Archbishop of New York about six 
months ago. Whether these alleged 
charges, if, in fact, there were any, 
were forwarded to Rome by Satolli or 
Cardinal Gibbons isnot known. It is pos- 
sible that they may have been forwarded by 
Archbishop Ireland. Moreover, it is reason- 
able to suppose that Satolli himself has writ- 
ten tothe Pope In regard to the trouble in 
the Archdiocese of New York. If this 1s so, 
the Pope may have written to Satolll, advis- 
ing him what todo. Cardinal Gibbons, who 
is quasi-primate of the United States, 
probably has deen informed by the 
Pope in regard to the way in which 
the rulings of the apostolic delegate should 
be received. Cardinal Gibbons will inform 
the other archbishops and bishops of the 
Pope’s wishes. Dr. Rooker came very 
near getting the place now occupied by 
Fr. Sbaretti, that of auditor of the affairs of 
the apostolic delegate. In fact, he had al- 
ready started forthis country when he was 
recalled. Dr. Rooker, it is believed, was 
Mgr. Satolli’s choice for the place. The Prop- 
aganda, however, succeeded in having Fr. 
Sbarettiappointed. Until quite recently the 
Propaganda had nearly as much influence in 
regard to the affairs of the church in this 
country as it had before its functions were 
assumed by Mer. satolli. Archbishop Corri- 
gan has a great influence with the Prop- 
avanda. 

It is believed that Mgr. Satolli has come to 
stay and that the Pope has written him todo 
what be thinks best,no matter what the con- 
sequences may be. Cardinal Gibbons has, 
probably, been requested to Instruct the 
American hierarchy that the Pope will sus- 
tain the apostolic delegate in all his rulings. 

Dr. Rooker wasborn in New York City tn 
1861. In 1869 his parents moved to Albany, 
where he received his early education inthe 
public schools. 
the Albany High School; while at the school 
he assisted his father, Myron H. looker, 
in the newspaper business. After he 
left the High school he attended 
Union College for three years. He gainea 
while there the reputation of being a grace- 
ful writer and quite an orator. His father 
wanted him to enter political life, and his 
mother, who was a Roman Catholic, begged 
bim to become a priest. Before he "decided 
What to do he traveled abroad. When he 
returned his mother and Bishop McNierney 
induced him to enter the priesthood. He 
went to Rome and entered the American Col- 
lege. In 1888 he was ordained priest, and in 
1889 the degree of doctor of divinity was con- 
ferred on him. Shortly afterward he was 
made Vice Rector of the American College, 
On several occasions he took charge of Mer. 
SatoHi’s class in dogmatic theology. He is 
of pleasing and commanding appearance 
and speaks several languages.

HENRY 8. COCKRAN, AN OLD EMPLOYE, 
CONFESSED THE THEFT. 


The Method of Abstraction As Simple es 
It Was Taring and Would Have 
Baffled Z£nyone but an Experienced 
Detective—Drew the Gold Ears From 
the Sealed Vault Througha Space Be- 
neath the Door With a Long-Handled 
Rake. 


WasHINeTon, Sept. 16—The gold bullion 
which so mysteriously disappeared from the 
Philadelphia Mint was stolen by Weigh- 
Clerk Henry 8. Cockran, who has sole cus- 
tody ofthe vault in which the millions in 
bars were stored since they were welghed in 
1887. Cockran confessed his guiltto Acting- 
Director of the Mint Preston yesterday, and 
gave intormation which led to the recovery 
He 


also made arrangements to restore the bal - 
ance, $34,000, to the Government. 

The method by which Cockran abstracted 
this great amount oY bullion was as simple 
as it was daring and would have baffled any 
one but an experienced detective. The 
doors of the vault do not reachtothe floor 
and he had drawn the gold bars through the 
small intervening space by means of a long 


hamgiled rake. 


The seal on the vault, which was placed 
there in 1887, was found to be intact and the 
Treasury officiais were ataloss to under- 
stand how 5,000 ounces of gold could bere 
moved from the strong steel cage. At first 
the theory was thought plausible that a 
clerical error was responsible for the mis- 
take, but this was quickly disproven. The 
Treasury officials gave it up as a deep 
mystery. 

The secret service men then started in to 
solve itand it took less than twenty-four 
hours to locate, not only the culprit, but 
$100,000 of the missing bullion. 

Cockran has been employed as weigher at 
the mint for years and has had the complete 
confidence of his superiors. He has been re- 
garded asan exemplary man, the fact that 
he was an active church member adding to 
his reputation as such. The Philadelphia 
Mint officials would not listen to the sus- 
picion that he might be the gullty party. 
The detectives, however, who look at things 
in a less sentimental and more business-like 
way, kept Cockran under surveillance from 
the hour of taelr arrivai in Philadelphia. 

Cockran was present when the weighing 
was made on Tuesday when the shortage 
was discovered and pretended to be as 
startled and mystified as any man inthe 
mint. He said the vault could not have been 
robbed, the seal had not been broken and not 
the slightest evidence could be found that 
It must 
bea mistake in book-keeping, he suggested. 
The buliion must be in the vault. Supt. 
Bosbyshell thought that possibly this was so, 
and an examination of, the books was made, 
but no mistake was found. Cockran then 
pretended to be even more puzzied. 

Acting Director of the Mint Preston, when 
he went over to Philadelphia yesterday to 
make an investigation, was accompanied by 
two secret service men. They tooka ciose 
look at the vault. Cockran was with them 
and explained all about the locks and the 


other safeguards. 

The first thing that struck the detectives 
was that the doors of the vault did not reach 
to the floor. A theory suggested itself at 
once. The gold bars had been pulled out 
through tbat small space. They did not 
point out this discovery, and when they 
left Cockran believed them when they sald 
ina pugzied way that it was a very myster- 
louscase. Cockran had not the faintest idea 
that the detectives had formed a theory,and 
went about his work ina thoroughly uncon- 
cerned way. The mint Officials were not in 
the secret either. 

The detectives had a long conference with 
Mr. Preston, who accepted their theory as 
most likely. Cockran, being the cus'odian 
of the vault, was sent for, and asked to ex- 
plain how any one but himseif could get near 
enough to the vault to draw out 
the gold through the small space 
under the door. He didn’t know 
and he stammered a good deal when he said 
so. He was then told that be was suspected, 
and he weakened atonce. He confessed to 
the embezzlement and gave the officers in- 
formation which led to the recouery of $100, - 
000 worth of the bullion within a few hours. 
He had been afraid to offer the bullion for 
sale and had hoarded it. He also told them 
where the balance could be found, so the 
Government probably will not lose any- 
thing. The mint officials were completely 
dumfounded when they learned that Uock- 
ran had confessed his gullt. 

Cockran’s arrest and confession were kept 
a secret by Mr. Preston until to-day, the 
director of the mint desiring to give Secre- 
tary Carlisle the particulars before any pub- 
lic announcement was made. 

It leaked out this morning, however, that 
the mint had been robbed, and all sorts of 
sensational stories grew Out of this meager 
information. To correct these sensational 
rumors, Mr. Preston late this afternoon gave 
out an official statement of the robbery, in 
which he omits the name ofthe culprit. ihe 
statement reads: 

„The exact facts in relation to the reported 
loss of gold bullion from the mint at Phila- 
delphia are stated at the Treasury Depart- 
ment to-day to be that on account of the de- 
mand for coin a vault tn which some 616,000. 
000 was stored in 1887 by Nr. Preston durin 
the term of Mr. Fox as Superintendent, and 
which was receipted for by Mr. O. C. Bosby- 
shell with :ut weighing, was opened on the 8th 
inst. and the bullion welghed by Mr. Morgan, 
when it was found to be thirty bars short, 
valued at about $184,000. Mr. Morgan imme. 
diately reported to the Mint Bureau the re. 
sults, when he was directed to return to 
Philadelphia at once and reweigh the bul-

1 On the second reweighing it was stin 
found to be short. Since this bullion was 
stored in the vault the weigh clerk, an old 
employe of the mint, had sole custody of it, 
and circumstances indicating that he knew 
what had become ofthe missing bullion, he 
was charged with its embezziement, and 
finally admitted it.

guest, and he went into the observatory with 
.othing but a small hand-bag and there 
locked himself in. Nobody knew what he 
had in the bag or what he did to the tele 
scope, but he came out in about half an 
hour and announced that it was all 
right. When tiv astonished college 
professors looked through the. great glass it 
revealed stars of the smallest magnitude and 
defined the constellations witb precision and 
clearness, and it has since been one of the 
leading telescopes of the United states. The 
New York workman refused to tell what he 
had done to the instrument. Upon another 
similar occasion, however, hedid not even 
ask to be let alone while he corrected the ob- 
vious error of a collexe telescope which had 
been secured from Europe at greatcost but 
which was far from being perfect. 

While the professors were explaining to 
him that there was something the matter 


with the instrument, he took a look throug’ 


it with his one eye, and givingthe eye- piece 
a half turn with his wrist said that was all it 
needed. That instrument has since been in 
perfect working order. Another time this 
genius took out the lens of a dis telescope, 
**hefted’’ it in his hand, looked at it sideways 
and took out of his vest pocket a small box 
of rouge powder. Putting some of this upon 
his thumv he gently rubbed the glass upon 
one corner for about twenty minutes. That 
‘*corrected’’ the glass and made it show 
objects in the proper proportion. What 
the man had done to it was to rub of some 
of the glass by simple abrasion, a slice of 
glass so filmy that it was thinner than the 
thinnest paper. Rouge powder is used for 
grinding in the last stages of the manufact- 
ure of fine lenses. Another trick is to cor- 
rect the color of a faulty glass. Some 
glasses will show the wrong colur on certain 
stars. ‘This fault is corrected by a myste- 
rious process which does not consist in 
heating the glass or changing its cuemical 
elements. ö 

‘*What do you need to make a lens for a 
une teles cope?“ was asked of this New 
York lens-maker the other day as he was 
working at what he calls his trade. 

„Sure, all I need,“ wasthereply, is a 
chunk of giass, a plug of tobacco and a 
pallful of Coney Island sand.“ 

The chunk of Elass“ out of which the 
lens is made is not, however, a mere piece 
of the ordinary commercial giass, out of 
which lamp-chimneys and window-panes 
are made. Lens- Elass is especially made in 
France, and a piece about as big as an appie 
ple costs $10 to 320 in the rough. It is called 
**flint-glass’’ and is rough on both sides and 
rouxhly broken out of the sheet in round 

leces Of the size desired. It is supposed to 

e free from bubbles, but these, as simaliasa 
pinhead are sometimes not discovered until 
the lensis nearly finishel. It takes many 
weeks of weary polishing before the lens 
begins to assume its final shape, 
This work is all done by hand, and the work- 
man uses ordinary seashore sand, which 1s 
carefully freed from shelisand foreign par- 
ticles. The New York lensmaker chews 
tobacco while performing his work and spits 
the tobacco juice into the sand with which 
he is grinding the fine piece of glass. He has 
a theory that the tobacco juice in some mys- 
terious way helps in the work. A simple 
wooden machine, worked by the foot and 
giving the glass a hortsontal rotary motion 
is used to shape the piece of glass in the early 
stages, Dut after that the feel“ of the 
band alone is relied upon to give the 
lens perfect symmetry and shape. An eleva- 
tion that neither the eye nor any instrument 
will detect is often sufficient to make the 
finest glass worthless. The workman is 
governed alone by his fine senss of touch. In 
testing the glass after heis finished he uses 
an old wooden tube strapped to a tripod 
which he deciares tobe just as good as the 
finest brass telescope framework. His shop 
is on Union square. With an ordinary 
good telescope of his own make he 
deciares that he can see a y across 
Union Square. He generally finds the fly 
sunning himself on the gold coat-of-arms on 
the Everett House, and he can see the eyes 
and color of the fly if the glass is good, At 
Other times he finds a fly on the head of 
George Washington, or turns a newspaper 
upside down and reads the print across tue 
square. These are the tests by day, and at 
night he tests the instruments from the same 
piace upon the stars. 

The New York lens-maker, who knows the 
quality of every big telesco in the United 
States and can tell its faults and failings, 
came over to this country as a boy from Iire- 
land, and learned his trade“ by going into 
the shop of a telescope-maker. He expresses 
the utmost contempt for species of 
knowledge which pretends that telescopes 
and their glasses can be made upon scientific 
principles. Workiog by rule of tuumb alone, 
he has made some of the finest instru- 
ments, the finest, be says, in the world, 
and that no one can equal him in such 
work, Very large telescopes, like the 
Lick in California and the Yerkes, now being 
made for the Chicago University, are, he 
says, of very little use. The reason he gives 
tor this is that the object-lens, from its great 
weight, sags in the center when the instrua- 
ment is thrown up at an angle, and that all 
ovjects are thus thrown out of proportion, 
These glasses, however, he says, are 
when vertical—that is, when the telescope ts 
level and pointed at the horizon. A man of 
the reputation and ability of the New York 
lens-maker can earna very large income, 
He, however, only works when he feels like 
it, and the work waits for him.

Toller, Vest, Cockrell, Hin and 
Attempted to Propound Posers, But 
the Speaker Had an Answer Ready 
tor AlU-—Spoke Without Notes and 
Commanded Closest Attention. 


‘WasuInetor, D. O., Sept, 16.—The first pog- 
tion of Mr, Allison’s speech in the Senate to- 
day was devoted to a review of the history of 
legislation on the subject of silver coinage; in 
the course of which he said that it was not in 
1878 that the silver dollar was demonetized 
because by the lawof 1873 the trade dollar 
(of 420 grains) was authorized, and that dol- 
lar was on the principle of free coinage. Be- 
cause, although thetrade dollar was onlya 
legal tender for $5, the owner of silver bullion 
could take it to the mint and have it coined, 
But it was the law of 1876, which took away 
that right and thus struck down free coin- 
age. He agreed with the Senator from 
Virginia (Mr. Daniel) that silver was the 
money of the people. He knew that it had 
been frequently said that from 1792 to 1878 the 
coinage of silver dollars had only aggregated 


8. 000, 000. But, up to 1888, dimes were a legal 


tender. A man might have gathered up 
dimes, quarters and halves, and made a 
payment ofa million dollars, up to 1858, And 


of those coins there had been nearly 4,000,000 


in circulation. The final outcome of all the 
legislation as to sliver was the striking down 
of the legal tender quality of silver in 1876. 

A reference to the passage ofthe act of 
1890 drew from Mr. Teller the inquiry whether 
ta free coinage bill had then been sent to 
the President, it would not have been vetoed. 
The answer was that it could not be known 
whether the President would veto a measure 
until it was sent to him. 

In reply toa question by Mr. Vest, Mr. Al- 
lison said that he was not endeavoring to 
make party capital, but was simply endeav- 
oring to trace the history of the enactment 


of 1890. 

Mr. West reminded Mr. Allison that in 1881 
be (Mr. Vest) had offered a resolution declar- 
ing in favor of absolute free coinage of silver, 
and that it had been (on Mr. Allison’s own 
motion and by only one majority) referred to 
the Finance Committee, although that com- 
mittee was Known to be absolutely opposed 
to it. 

Mr. Allison admitted the accurateness of 
that stutement and added that during the 
four years of Mr. Cleveland's first adminis- 
tration—waen the Democratic party had the 
majority, silver was quietly left to sleep. He 
made the point that for sixteen years, up to 
1892, no particular party had gone before the 
people favoring the free coinage of silver or 
the destruction of gold as a measure of 
value. Neither she Republican or Democratic 
platform of 1892 could be tortured into 
declarations for the free coinage 
of silver. But the Populist party 
knew how to use 1 in 
its platform. It knew what tosay. It said 
that it was in favor of free colnage of silver 
at the ratio ot 16 t-to 1. He was reminded by 
Mr. Stewart (Rep.) ot Nevada that Mr. Weaver 
— —5 had run ona free coinage platform 
n 1880. 

**Yes,’’ sald Mr. Allison, but Mr. Weaver 
seemed to have got tired of it, and In 188t he 
presided over a convention which voted 
down by seventy-three majority a proposi- 
tion for free coinage. And now,“ he con- 
tinued, We are asked tO sustain measures 
and to sustain policies that will bring this 
country (in his opinion) tothe single stand- 
ard of silver. 

The law of 1890 was 4 temporary law. It 
was an experimental law also, in one sense. 
Nobody belleved, at the time, that it would 
be put upon our statute books. I certainly 
did not belleve so. I do not Delleve in the 
policy of piling up bullion tn the Treasury of 
the United States and holdingitthere un- 
coined. I belleve that that policy is a most 
dangerous policy for silver itself. It is, this 
minute, a menace to the price of silver. 

‘*For myself, lam in favor of the coinage 
of every dollar of silver bullion in the 
treasury. It ought to be coined. I donot 
mean now—presently. But it should be 
understood to be the policy of the Govern- 
ment that we shall not have this silver 
bullion stored in the Treasury.“ 

Mr. Cockrell: Are you in favor of coin- 
ing it this century or the next?“ 

Mr. Alllson—*‘I should be in favor of its 
coinage as soon as practicable. It may be 
wise to postponelt for the present.

IT WAS THE WILD SCRAMBLE OF 4 
MULTITUDE FOR HOMES. 


Packed Trains, All Sorts of Wheeled Ve- 
/ hicles Utilized by the Boomers to 
Reach the Choice Parts of the Virgin 
Soll—Scenes Witnessed at the Various 
Points on the Line— Many Mishaps 
and Some Bloodshed Marked the 


Opening. 


ARKANSAS CiTr, Kan., Sept. 16.—The race is 
over and the Cherokee Strip is to-night peo- 
pled with nearly 100,000 white men. Carefu 
estimates made from advices received by 
Government officials here show that 8,000 
persens invaded the Indian lands from 
this place to-day by train, and 22,000 
by other conveyances; from Caldwell, Kan., 
1,000; from Orlando, O. T., 25,000; from Still- 
water, 1,000; from Hennessy, 8,000; from 
other points, 12,000, making in ali a total of 
95,000. 

The race for homes was 4 wild one. 
Promptly at noon the signal guns were fired 
by the army officers and the rush was on. 
The vast multitude on foot, horseback and 
in all sorts of wheeled vehicles made the 
dash for land as soon as the shots sounded. 

THE RACE BEGINS. 

The shouting of the men, the scream- 
ing of the women, the neighing of 
the ‘frightened horses, the cracking of 
whips, the creaking of prairie schooners, the 
rattling of wheels, the clatter of hoofs and 
the explosion of firearms combined to make a 
confusion of sounds in keeping with the gen- 
eral confusion of the start and to render the 
scene one of indescribable pandemonium. 
After the litte was crossed and the racers 
spread out over the Strip exciting contests 
took place. Here was a neck-and-neck race 
between horsemen who had all selected a 
certain lotin a certain town site as the only 
thing worth having in the whole country. 
The stake is alluring, and each horseman 
puts forth every effort to snatch the prize. 
There a choice farm is the stake and the race 
is equally exciting. Here the racers come 
upon a gully, over which they cannot urge 
their horses. They abandon their animals, 
trusting to luck to find them again, and 
make forthe goal on foot, stumbling over 
rocks, wading streams and climbing precip!- 
tous banks in the mad race. Here women en- 
gage in a race for a prize, and there men 
and women are chasing over the prairie for 
the same piece of land. 

During the long hot days of registration, 
when standing in line inthe dblazing sun en- 
tailed great suffering, the men chivalrously 
surrendered their placesin the line. There 
is no chivalry now. Thisraceis a business 
affair and no sentiment interferes with 
the transaction of the matter 
in hand on a business basis. The 
women must take their chances. Their sex 
avails them nothing in this contest. There, 
along the ratiroad tracks, the boomer trains, 
loaded to the guerds with townsiters, are 
créeping along at a snail’s pace, it seems to 
theanxious passengers, while fleet animals 
outstrip the mighty iron horse, hancicapped 
by being foyDidden to exceed twelve miles 
he horsemen shout derisively as 
he trains, and some of the more

SWARMING OVER THE HILLS. 
As the train pulls into a town site or 


county seat it disgorges its load and the 


townsiters swarm over the town site 
like an army of ants. The plot 
of ground which fifteen minutes before 
was nothing but a surveyed patch of prairie 
with not an inhabitant becomes a populous 
community. 

_Jnnumerable disputes, many altercations 
and some fights take place. There are no 
officers of the law to interfere and the let- 
seekers are too busy with their own affairs 
to mix in other people's business, so the 
fighters fight it out until one Is incapacitated, 
while his victor capturesthe prize. Imme- 
diately a lot is claimed stakes are driven, in 
some cases houses are erected, and ina few 
instances town meetings are held, officers 
are elected, and before the thing seems pos- 
sible a municipality has sprung into ex- 
istence, 

Inthe meantime out on the prairies the 
farmers continue their race for homestead 
pre-emptions.

‘adventurous enough to descend one side and 
scramble up the other in safety. The gull 
soon becomes lined with horsemen. All the 
claims are taken, and those whose horses 
Win not attempt to cross it are obliged to 
make a long detour around its ends. They 
are not discomraged and hope for better luck 
farther on.

The plan was at first hailed with delight by 
the honest boomers, but when the registra. 
tion booths opened for business it soon b 
came apparent that, with the facilities pro- 
vided, all could not be furnished with cer- 
tiflcates and then the boomers began to fear 
that the effort to checkmate the sooners 
might deprive the legitimate prospective 
settlers of the opportunity to enter the land. 
The facilities for rezistration were totally in- 
adequate, and everybody interested ap- 
pealed to the Interior Department to in- 
crease them. It took the De tment sev- 
eral days to realize the situation, but finally 
on Thursday night the additional facilities 
were authorized and all applicants for cer- 
tificates were accommodated. 

In the meantime, great lines of people had 
stood in front of the booths for four days in 
the blazing sun, during which time an un- 
precedented hot wave swept over the 
country and hot winds blew as a blast from 
a furnace mouth, adding to the miseries of 
the waiting men and women. Food was 
scarce and so little water was to be obtained 
that it was valued at from ö cents to 15 cents 
a glass. 

The hardships, heaped upon men already 
wearied and exhausted dy waiting in line 
day and night proved to be more than human 
nature could endure. Many were pros- 
trated and some died. The prostrations, so 
far as reported, numbered over 100, and the 
deaths ten. In the midst ofthese deplorable 
conditions there were some bright spots. 

The men, true tothe American respect for 

women, gave uptheir places in line tothe 
suffering members of the weaker sex. At 
Arkansas City women were permitted to 
enter the booths in squads of hundreds with- 
out ever joining the line. Good humor, asa 
rule, prevalled during the tiresome wait, and 
nothing of a disgraceful nature marred the 
occasion. 

Having secured their certi®icates the 
boomers prepared for the race. They trained 
their horses to gallop over rough prairies, to 
swim rivers and climb steep declivities. 
They practiced riding over rough stretches 
of land on bicycles and practiced foot-racing 
over the same courses. Others less ambi- 
tious become a prey tv the gamblers who in- 
tested the town and camps and who drove a 
thrifty business among the Idlers. 

While the long wait for the opening was 
not altogether a continued ronnd of uninter- 
rupted pleasure it will become one of the 
most memiorable features of the boomers’ 
gloomy experience. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE LAND. 


What It Is Like and What It Costa to Get 
a Home. 


The Cherokee Strip, comprising 6,388,950 
acres, lies in the northwest corner of the In- 
dian Territory. Its northern boundary is the 
southern line of Kansas, and its southern 
boundary parallels its northern line, giving 
ita width of fifty-seven milesand a length 
varying from 167to210 miles. The extent of 
the tract is not easily comprehended without 
comparison. It is equal to the combined area 
of two Rhode Islands, Delaware and Connec- 
ticut, with 167 square miles tospare. It be- 
came a part of Oklahoma Territory when the 


President issued his proclamation three 
weeks ago, and is now under its laws. It 
makes Oklahoma’s area 39,303 square miles, 
and raises that Territory tothe dignity of 
being larger than twelve different States of 
the Union. With the homeseekers who 
added themselves to Oklahoma's population 
to-day, that Territory has good reasof to 
demand admission tothe sisterhood of States, 
which demand is now being pressed upon 
Congress by Delegate Flynn. 

For nearly two centuries the Cherokee In- 
dlans have resisted the march of civilization 
westward. As early as 1721 their land onthe 
Eastern coast was encroached upon by the 
whites and they began selling off their terri- 
tory, retiring westward step dy step until 
they became cornered in the comparatively 
small area finally allotted to them in the 
Indian territory. In 1721 the Cherokees 
dominated vast tracts ot land in the East and 
Southeast. In that year they ceded to South 
Carolina 1,679,000 acres. Since then they 
have sold and disposed of by treaty at inter- 
vals of from five totwenty-five years no less 
than 87,300,000 acres to North Carolina, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Kentucky, Kansas and 
the United states. he Cherokee Indian is 
not much ofa manager. Out ofall these 
transactions, exciusive’ of the Cherokee 
Strip, he received but $2,000,000. For the strip 
he received $8,600,000), but only after a hard 
fight with the United States Government. 

After Oklahoma was opened to settlement 
the boomers began at once an agitation of 
the opening of the Cherokee Strip. The 
Cherokees and the cattle barons, who had 
rented the Strip for grazing purposes, re- 
sisted the agitation, but the boomer car- 
ried his point and Uncie Sam bought the 
land, and has now distributed it among his 
family. Uncle Samisathrifty old relative 
and he does not propose to lose money by the 
transaction. He does not give the land away 
by any means. He sells it to his people for 
cold dollars and makes them pay the costs of 
abstracts and deeds to boot. 

It costs the boomer about $20 to file his pre- 
liminary papers, and from $1 to $3 per acre to 
prove up his claim. The prices set upon the 
various portions of the land make a very 
good index of its worth, The extreme east- 
ern portion of the Strip will cost the settler 
$2.50 per acre, the middle portion $1.50, and 
all west of that $1. The extreme eastern 
part contains the most valuable land. It is 
good rich farming land, Itis well watered 
and fairly well timbered. The middle divis- 
ion isfairland, but south of the Arkansas 
River there is a scarcity of water. The west- 
ern division is good for little but cattie graz 
ing. It partakes of the character of the 
Texas panhandle and southwestern Arkan- 
sas. Prairie dogs and coyotes flourish there, 
but farmers will find it a struggle to exist. 

The Strip is watered by the Arkansas and 
Cimarron Rivers, several smaller streams 
and many creeks. The settlers will not lack 
transportation facilities. The Santa Fe has 
two lines through the country, one passing 
Girectly south from Arkansas City and the 
other diagonally from Kiowa tothe south- 
western corner. Between the Santa Fe’s 
lines the Rock Island sses through from 
Caldwell, Kan., in a north and south line. 

The country. has been divided into seven 
counties, K, L, M. N. O, P and Q. Each coun- 
ty has been provided by the Government 
with a county seat and by specalative town. 
siters with various prospective towns. The 
Governor of Oklahoma will * the 
county omcers as soon as sible, and the 
settlers will soon be provided with the politi- 
cal and legal machinery necessary for goy- 
ernment. ~

cates. The train left hundreds of disap- 
pointed people behind, who were unable to 
get a foothold. 

At the edge of the strip a horde of people 
were waiting to board the trains, but there 
was noroom for them. The Santa Fe sold 
8,000 tickets for the trains, mostof them for 
Kildare. Camped alongside the track at the 
State line were about 200 men. They had 
heard that the trains would be loaded in 
town, and not complying with Hoke Smith’s 
regulation, would not unload, They threat- 
ened to throw ties under abe cars unless the 
regulation was complied With, : 

At daybreak this morning the roads leading 
to the state line were jammed with wagons 
and horsemen, a seemingly never-ending 
procession of people. The biggest crowd was 
gathered onthe hundred foot strip west of 
the Chilocco School Reservation. Here on 
the strip for two miles west wagons and 
horses were literally wedgedin so tightly 
that a man to pass to the front would have to 
climb overthem. Wheels were locked and 
horsemen wedgedin. Righton the front of 
the line, facing the south and eady to spring 
forward were hundreds of horsemen who had 
camped there for many hours. Among them 
were many thoroughbred horses and cow- 
ponies who had been employed by town-:sliie 
companies to run for them. In the ruck were 
big heavy canvas -topped boomer wagons, 
sulkies, buggies, an ice wagon, a chariot and 
every conceivable vehicle to which were 
hitched mules and big fat farm teams. 

Hundreds of men afoot were waitmg to 
start, with canteens and dlankets slung upon 
their shoulders. Among them were many 
negroes. The troops rode along the line, 
keeping back the impatient crowd which 
edged up continually for a little more ad- 
vantage. The crowd, though eager for the 
start, was good-natured, and joking and 
chaffing was very zeneral. 

In the crowd were many women on horse- 
back. Some of them wore bifurcated skirts, 
and fully half of the wagons contained mem- 
bers of the fair sex. Lined up behind the 
boomers were waterand provision wagons, 
which followed the crowd and provided the 
settlers with water and food. 

As the morning wore away it became very 
bot and those who had provided themselves 
with but one canteen of water bought or Dor- 
rowed from their neighbors, andi when they 
get on theirclaims they will suffer. Nearly 
every wagon had a bale of hay tied toit. The 
soldiers have burned over the whole Strip, 
and there is absolutely no feed for horses un- 
less itis taken In. Some of the horsemen had 
loaded themselves down with a miscella- 
neous loadof belongings which will retard 
them in their progress. 

THE SCRAMBLE AT GUTHRIE. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Sept. 16.—At least 150,000 
people bivouacked upon the border of the 
great strip lastnight. Long before daylight 
this morning thousands of people had as- 
sembled about the Santa Fe depot here and

hard and a number were crushed and injured. 
Arriving at Orlando all were compelled to 
leave the cars and take their places with the 


15,000 people who bad spent the night there 
upon the raliway right-of-way or sat about 
the town. Athousandor so of people who 
had not registered were speedily accommo- 
dated, and then began a scene of pushing 
and crowding and elbowing that has never 
fore been seen. 

"See 15,000 ople wanted to go iu the first 
train, that had a capacity for less than 2,000, 
and all were anxious to be at the best piace 

taboard. At 11:30 o’clock the first train 
pulled up to the Une and the others came 
right behind it. There were at least a half 
dozen trains, but everybody wanted to ride 
on the first one and as far forward in that as 


ssible. 
Pith a wild shout the crowd rushed for- 
ward. The soldiers on the ground were 
swept from their feet, and for a momegt it 
seemed as though the mob would capture the 
train, for men and women were around and 
over the engine and tender, upon and under 
the platforms and even upon the roofs of the 
coaches. The blue coated guardians soon 
recovered, however, and with fixed bayonets 
cleared the train and compelled everybody 
to show his or her certificate before entering. 
But on every side people fought and strug- 
gied to get near the cars. Women had their 
clothes torn off and men ore Peewee down 
rampled upon. people were 
2 84. yet the struggie kept up until the 
train was „ and was repeated on a 
smaller scale at each succeeding train. 
EV was loated as never 
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Seinad the wagons dashed, but the great 
mass were on trains that with chucking 
jocomotives and clanging bells moved out 
along the serving trac like a mighty ser- 
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unloaded the horsemen were pouring in thick 
and fast. 

Before the second train pulled in most of 
the best lots were taken, some by half a 
dozen claimants, and by 2 o’clock all the 
adjacent quarters were staked off for town 
lots and the foundation for innumerable con- 
tests and law suits begun. Many quarrels 
whict started early in the afternoon will 
grow with time and result in fights and prob- 
ably murders before the town settles down 
to business. As it was in Perry, soit was at 
all other towns, and half a score of cities 
sprung into existence in an hour. 

The Cherokee Strip is no more, and will be 
remembered only in history, but a great and 
prosperous empire has taken Its place. 

Engineers were instructed to run carefully, 
for word had comes to Supt. Hartman that 
attempts would be made to tamper with the 
trains. Mr. Hartman said some miscreants 
had removed the straps and spikes from the 
bridgesin the Strip yesterday, and he had 
men outall night repairing and inspecting 
bridges. Spikes had also been found re- 
moved fromratis. They way the trains were 
run wasa bitter disappointment to town lot 
seekers, as any wagon which left in the rear 
of the line could have beaten them to Ponca. 
Most of the people who went in on the trains 
carried blankets and provisions, and some of 
them smalitents. All will have to sleep on 
the ground to-night, as they will not be able 
to get back. All the regular trains have been 
laid off. While Kildare and Cross will make 
good towns, Wharton, which is only a few 
hundred yards from the county seat at Perry, 
experienced a great rush to-day. Op the 
town site of Perry will be established the 
negrotown of Liberty. It will occupy 160 
acresinthe heart of Perry, and serve to 
drive the white people down to Wharton.

.SCENES AT CALDWELL. 


Ten Thousand Move at the Sound of the 
Signal Gun. 


CALDWELL, Kan., Sept. 16.—Two minutes 
after noon to-day, 10,000 people, who had 
gathered along the border south of Caldwell, 
were rushing helter skelter into the strip 
in every direction as far they could reach. 
Five minutes later the foremost and fleetest 
horsemen were Mere specks, while in the 
distance behind were thousands of white- 
covered wagons, drays and buggies trooping 
into the land of promise, leaving behind 
them great clouds of dust to mark the line. 
At 12 o’clock a cannon was fired several 
miles east of the hills, where the sight seers 
had assembled: Then came carbine shots 
and the race for the coveted land 
was begun, The race was at 
first a fast one and hundreds 
of men on horseback darted forwardto lead 
the crowd. Two men on safety bicycles,who 
had really gone into the 2 along the 
Rock Island track unobserved, ten minutes 
before 12 werea long time ahead of every- 
one and went out of sight first. One mounted 
man a halt a mile from the line got carly in 
the lead, his horse running like a racer; 
suddenly the man fell to the ground and a 
balf dozen horses passed over him. His life 
was Only saved by a cavalryman who was 
near by, and who at the point of a pistol 
compelled the wild drivers to turn aside. 
The man was given aid by the soldier and 
helped to his horse. He immediately dashed 
away again to regain hie place in the pro- 
cession. He was V¥ conspicuous in the 
crowd on account of his clothes, and people 
who had seen him fall and were interested 
in seeing him regain. his . were 
horrified to see him dashed to the ground a 
second time as his horse passed over the hills 
a mile away. Theres was so mach dust in the 
air that the man was not seen afterward. In 
the meantime a train of thirty-five palace 
stock cars was made up here and run down 
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exciting as that at Orlando. Last night the 
100-foot strip for a distance of more than 
twenty miles was filled with struggling, ex- 
pectant humanity. All night long additions 


were made tothe crowd and, at 10 o’clock 
this morning, east and west of the Chilocco 
school, there wasa long, black line. Orca- 
sionally men would start out, but threats 
— gy be disregarded soon brought them 

When the signal was given, away they all 
wentand the scenes on the south line were 
repeated. There was a jam at Chilocco 
Creek, which, owing tothe steep north bank, 
was passable only at a few 82 In many 
instances boomers leaped their horses down 
the eighteen-foot embankment, landing in 
the water and hastily scrambling.out again. 
Others were so unfortunate as tocripple their 
horses, and, abandoning them, started on 
foot. Just east of the school a heavy wagon 
loaded with six men was driven over the 
bank, which was concealed by the clotds of 
dust thatcameup from the burned prairie. 
As the horses went over the men jumped and 
allescaped but one man, who bad his leg 
broken, \ 

The trains last night for the South carried 
2,000 people, ostensibly to Orlando. All the 
way down, however, the boomers kept drop- 
ping offthetrainsas they moved and when 
they stopped at stations. At Ponca, which 
is in the reservation, but two miles from the 
line, fully 500 men left the trains, defying the 
feeble efforts of the soldiers who had ) Fens 
placed there to see that no one left the train. 
These men do not become ‘‘sooners’’ until 
they cross the line,and though their entrance 
from the reservation has been forbidden by 
dhe Secretary of the Interior, they to-day 
went out on the public domain from that 
point, every one of them carrying a certifi- 
cate of registration as credentials. Some of 
these men are town site speculators, while 
others were intending farmers. All the 
towns in Oklahoma and Southern Kansas are 
practically desertea to-day. :

Lord Roberts Soon to Be Quietly Shelved | 
— That Story About Gladstone and 


Rev. Bleirgoverie Exploded— Agricult- 
ure in Englana—A Princein Quaran- 
tine—Hindoo Oculists and Their Tort- 
ures— London News. 


Lorpown, Sept. 16.—Nothing has been sali 
in Parliament or in the newspapers about 
the real cause of the fight over the uppoint- 
ment ofthe Duke of Connaught to the Alder- 
shot command. The Radicals charged that 


the appointment was a scandalous job. No 
paper or speaker more than faintly denied it. 


But the RaJjicals managed the attack in Par- 


liament so badly that they failed and the 0b 


went through. They based the assault on 
the need of using the distinguished aDilities 
of Lord Roberts, and on the fact thatthe 
Duke of Connaught is a member of the royal 
family. The second point was weak yet they 
laid great stress on it. The first was the 
strong point, but 
being illy informed as to the reason why 
Lora Roberts ts so badly needed at Aldershot, 
indulged in generalities and were ineffective. 
The truth is the British War Office is ina 
scandalous state. Stupidity and rascality are 
striving for the lead in its management. The 


‘Pali Mall Gazette in exposing the Cordite scan- 


dal has given a fairsample of rascality. Mr, 
La bouchere in his Truth and even the ardent- 
ly Tory Court Journal notice War Office stu- 
pidities every week. His royal highness 
the Duke of Cambridge, commander-in-chief, 
is an honest, fairly capable person, but he 
has surrounded himself with a lot of Tory fos- 
sils who have been out of touch with military 
progress these many years and devote their 
energies to keeping themselves and their 
friends in positions where the men of pro- 
fessed capacity should be. The result Is 
they have got the homearmy, which is under 
their immediate control, into a disgraceful 
state. Equally it is impossible to get at the 
truth about any department, because the 
press, with all its freedom, has not free ac- 
cess to Matters which in America are open. 
Therefore, they have tocarefully watch. Any 
pointed inquiry is met with a series of dis- 


} heartening printed forms, and any attack Is 


strangied in endless yards of red tape. 

When Lord Roberts arrived at his com- 
mand in India in the autumn of 1885, he found 
the Indian Army practically disorganized by 
a long rule of inefficiency. He straightway 
organized sweeping reforms. The War 
Office fought him at every step, dut as he was 
always rizhtand had the necessary cour- 
age, he persisted where many weaker men 
had failed. He set the Indian Army on its 
present splendid footing and won the ap- 
plause of the Empire. When be came back 
from India the. press, without regard to 
party, urged his appointment to Aldershot. 
All well-informed people knew in what a 
shameful state the home army was and Lord 
Roberts was just the man of courage and of 
high organizing abilities to bring order out 
of chaos. 

The Duke of Connaught had been promised 
the Aldershot command, but he was not at 
all anxious for it and would have stood aside 
had pressure been put on him fram a proper 
quarter. But the War Office ruled that Lor.l 
Roberts should not have the command. 
Lord Roberts at Aldershot meant a repeti- 
tion of the Indian happenings, with the War 
Office in complete disgrace, because in cor: 
recting abuses and blunders under the very 
eyes of the English people, Lord Roberts 
could not fail to attract attention of a char- 
acter most disagreeable to the War Office 
that had permitted such thingsto exist un- 
checked. So, although Lord Roberts wanted 
the piace, the War Office, with a great show 
of deference and admiration, insisted that he 
is too dig a man for it. The Radicals fell into 
the snare of the War Office. The present dis- 
graces will abide yet another season ana 
Lord Roberts will ve quietly and shamefully 
shelved presently. 

Since the present Government has been in 
power the duty of telegraphing reports of the 
proceedings of the House of Commons to the 
Queen has been discharged by Mr. Gladstone 
himself.

The next post from 
Balmoral brought a letter from the Queen's 
secretary inclosing the filppant messages, 
by the Queen's command, The explanation 
offered to the Queen has not leaked out. it 
must have been careful, as she is not fond of 
jokes of any sort.

COALING STATIONS. 


Negotiations by the Government to Se- 
cure Mols St. Nicholas. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 16.—The Admin- 
istration has at last shown its hand in the 
matter of the acquisition of foreign territory 
for use as coaling stations. In consequence 
of the apparent tardiness displayed in fitting 
up the site acquired in Samoa several years 
ago the lack of interest taken in the efforts 
the last Administration to secure one of the 


Galapagos Islands and the yncertain attitude 
regarding Hawaii a suspicion had got abroad 
that the Administration was not taking much 
interest In the coaling station business. 

These impressions are decidedly er- 
roneous. The President, the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy are in 
perfect accord with each otheron this sub- 
ject and they are fully alive to the impor- 
tance of gaining control of the desirable 
coaling station sites before they are govbled 
up by other powers. 

The firstimportant step in this dtrection 
has already been taken in connection with 
the Mole St. Nicholas. It is said that Mr, 
Henry M. Smythe, the new United States 
Minister to Hayti, has received instructions 
directing him to begin negotiations immedi- 
ately upon his arrival at Port- au- 
Prince for the acquisition or this desira- 
ble port. In selecting a man for this 
mission, the authorities made a special 
point of choosing a person who gave promise 
of being able successfully to carry out the 
project of securing control of the Mole. For 
this reason the long-established custom of 
sending a colored man to Hayti was deviated 
from. The Haytian Government has shown 
more than once that it did not appreciate 
our custom of sending colored men as our 
representatives to their Republic, and 
it has often been said by State and Navy De 
partment officials that the ill success of our 
efforts to acquire the Mole was largely at- 
tributable to the colored Ministers Who 
undertook the negotiations. 

Mr. Saythe is an intelligent Virginia gen- 
tleman, thoroughly familiar and popular 
with the colored race, andthe State Depart- 
ment has every confidence in his ability to 
bring the negotiatious for the Mole toa suc- 
cessfulissue. Inoneimportant respect be- 
sides the question of color, he will have an 
important advadtage Over his predecessors. 
For the first time the executive branch has 
the necessary funds available for the pur- 

ose. Hencethere will be no reason fora 

itch because of the uncertainty 
of Congress proviping the money 
necessary to complete the deal, 
Congress at its last session appropriated 
$25,000 for coaling stations, to be expended 
under the direction of the resident. Con- 
siderable mystery surrounded this appro 
priation atthe time it was made as tothe 
32333 site Congress had in view. It may 
stated on the authority of a Senator who 
assisted the State Departmentin getting the 
item inserted in the appropriation bill that 
the Mole St. Nicholas was the objective site 
88 for, though not specifically named. 
be Administration officials fully understand 
this. It is said that the President 
has refused to allow a small 
portion of this appropriation to be used fur 
the construction of the pier and coal sheds at 
Samoa. In consequence the Navy Depart- 
ment hasbeen unableto proceed withthe 
construction of this pier, notwithstanding 
that it has another though insufficient fund 
for the purpose. The advantages of the Mole 
St. Nicholas as a coaling station have often 
been explained. Naval officers generally 
agree that itis one of the most desirable of 
the harbors in the West Indies because of its 
Strategic value,

AIDED THE MOB 


William Jackson, a Colored Miner, 
Hanged to a Limb. 


NEVADA, Mo., 
son, a colored miner, was lynched 
at Rich Hui to-day for criminal as- 
sault upon an il-year-old daughter of Will- 
jam Davis, wh@ resides three miles south of 
town. Jackson met her playing yesterday 
evening about 6 o’clock with three com- 
pantons in front of the Davis place. He 
walked up to the child and struck heron the 
forehead, knocking herdown. The two Iit- 
tle girls ran to the house, which was about 
600 yards away, and reported it to Mrs. Davis. 
whocame out, screaming frantically. The 
negro ran as soon as he saw her coming, to a 
thicket of timber near by. He hid himself in 
the woojs until dark. 

The Davises aroused the neighborhood and 


‘they organized a posse of about fifteen 


persons, who begana hot pursuit after the 
negro. They were armed and made a search 
through the fields and woods near by and 
found him about five hours later hid neara 
shaft in a vacant building. He was lying 
down on the floor sleeping. 

The alarm was given and the men sur- 
rounded the house and captured him. The 
description given answered so fully that he 
was immediately taken in charge, and when 
told what he was arrested for he denied 
knowing the Davises and knew nothing of 
the crime, 

He was taken tothe Davis residence, which 
was about two miles distant. Her father 
was in the searching party. The mother saw 
the fellow when he started to run, and she 
and her assaulted daughter identified the 
negro. The two companions of the girl 
identified the fend also. He denied in a cold 
manner the crime, 

The posse took him to Rich Hill and turned 
him over tothe omcers and locked him up. 
It was shortly after s o’clock the capturing 
posse disbanded and returned to their re- 
spective homes. 

Just as soonas the people began to stir 
early this morning and learned of the crim- 
inalassault they began gatbering in small 
groups in various parts of the streets dis- 
cussing in whispers thecrime. A number of 
the people went tothe small calaboose and 
accused him of the crime. 

At 2:80 this afternoon he broke down in 
sobs and confessed to all and said he re- 
gretted it. About 8 o’clock he admmitted 
everything and said he ought to be hanged.

The silver men, as on a former occasion, 
received Mr. Voorhees’ proposition with a 
smile. They seemed to regard it as an idle 
and perfunctorr performance. Only Mr.

MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


first Meeting of the Fall Season Held 


Last Night. 


The st. Louis Medical Society held the first 
meeting of the season at the Board of Educa- 
tion building last night with a very light at- 
tendance, There were perhaps a dozen 
doctors present when President A. B. Shaw 
called the meeting to order. 


The minutes of the last meeting were read 
and approved, and then nominations for 
membership were presented. The nomina- 
tions made were Drs. F. W. Abeken and Otto 
W. Reinders. Dr. Wm, Johnson, under 
the bead of extraordinary business, 
said that if there was no other 
important business he would like to hear 
from a returned voyager who had been to 
Europe to study the methods of Europe, He 
said that this doctor was Frank J. Lutz. 

Dr, Latz then took the floor and made 
some remarks upon his obser- 
vations among the European hos.- 
pitals, The surgery of Europe and 
the surgery of America, Dr. Lutz said, was 
about the same, and in fact it was nearly the 
same all the world over. He found,however, 
that in Europe more care and attention was 
given to the accessories in the way of instru- 
ments and appliances, and especially in the 
matter of trained assistants. It was 
his observation that in Europe and 
especially in Germany everybody had great 
confidence inthe hospitals. The abhorent 
feeling that in many instances exists here 
against going to hospitals does not seem to 
exist there to any marked extent. On the 
subject of using chloroform Dr, Lutz said 
that there the doctors did not 
seein to fear leaving a patient under the in- 
fluence for some considerable time: Speak- 
ing of Dr. Koch’s work in his clinic at 
Berne, Dr. Luts sald he never saw anything 
equal the care which was taken by the doc. 

m his operations. He washed his 
for half an hour, gorgied 
mouth with an antiseptic and 
biew his nose on anantiaeptic gauze hand- 
kerchief. It handling ali his instruments 
when it was possibile he used these disin- 
fectant gauzes; cleanliness seemed to be his 
strongest idea, and he carried it to almost an 
extreme degree.
